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Stewardship ‘72 


Six parishes over 
the top in drive

STEWARDSHIP ’72 was galloping toward the 
half-million dollar mark as four more parishes 
went ‘‘over the top’’ of their respective goals last 
week. 

Latest progress report from Father William 
Cooney, stewardship coordinator, showed that 
by last’ weekend parishioners had given or 
pledged $442,998 toward the diocesan steward- 
ship $2 million target. : 

This represents an average individual com- 
mitment of $138. It includes $95,000 received in 
three anonymous gifts. 

NOTING THAT at least 10,000 volunteers have 
been ringing doorbells throughout the four- 
county diocese, Bishop Maher said: 

“The results of this visitation effort are ex- 
cellent. The people are responding positively to 
this important Stewardship message and are 
indicating their willingness to become more 
involved in the life of the parish.” _ 

Individual parish goals range from $250 to 
$50,000. Each church will receive 25 per cent of 
its goal, with 75 per cent going to the diocese for 
parish and diocesan needs. Everything raised 
over a parish goal remains with that parish. 

FOUR PARISHES already have topped their 
goals: i 

— Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon, $45,000 goal, 
$51,155, or 113 per cent committed; 

— Our Lady of Guadalupe, El Centro, $1,000 
goal, $5,128, or 521 per cent; 

— St. Christopher, Joshua Tree, $1,000 goal, 
$1,250, or 125 per cent;

Could Communion be foundation for Christian unity? 


IS THE SACRAMENT of Holy Communion, 
long an issue of doctrinal and liturgical con- 
tention among Catholic, Protestant and Or- 
thodox Churches, on the way to becoming the 
foundation of Christian unity? 


Numerous theological and ecclesiastical 
voices are saying “yes,” especially in the wake 
of a recent “substantial agreement” on the 


sacrament reached by an international | 


Anglican-Catholic commission.

chairman of his denomination’s Commission on 
Worship, when he heard of the theological 
consensus. 


CALLED THE Windsor Statement, the 
Anglican-Catholic document is of a theological 
rather than practical nature. That is, it does not 
establish inter-communion between Catholics 
and Anglicans. But it is approved for study by 
both Pope Paul and Archbishop Michael Ramsey 
of Canterbury, head of the world Anglican 
communion. The Pope and the archbishop 
established the joint commission. 


While the statement was drafted by theo- 
logians of only two of the Christian Churches 
its ramifications are broader. It shows that 
something as important as a sacrament can be 
dealt with apart from the emotional con- 
troversies marking such discussions in past 
centuries. 


The Windsor Statement does not trip over 
traditional wordings on how Holy Communion, 
or the Eucharist, is to be interpreted. 


IT DOES NOT ASK Catholics to give up belief 
that Christ is ‘‘truly, really and substantially’ 
present in the sacrament or require Protestants 
to abandon a more ‘‘memorial’’ view. The af- 
firmation is that Christ is present. 


Bishop Webb recalled that Catholic and 
Protestant theologians have earlier joined in 


such agreement. He particularly cited sen- 
timents expressed at a conference on the 
Eucharist in Switzerland in 1965. The bishop 
said: 


“‘The Roman Catholics said that how Christ is 


‘present in the Eucharist is not the important 


issue. The point on which they are prepared to 
stand is that He is present, and of course, we 
agree with that.” 


AS BISHOP. WEBB implied, the Windsor 
Statement developed out of a broad ecumenical 
context. This was also noted by a U.S. Anglican- 
Catholic consultation in a communique 
“rejoicing”? over the international theological 
agreement. 


The consultation saw the Windsor document as 
feeding into a ‘‘growing eucharistic consensus 


' foreshadowed by statements in which members 


of other Churches have participated.” Diverging 
opinions on Holy Communion and efforts to 
reach more agreement have lengthy histories. 


In terms of chronology, the split between 
Catholic and Orthodox Churches is older than 
Protestant-Catholic divergence, but the severing 
of Eastern and Western Christianity in the 12th 
Century was not over the meaning of Holy 
Communion. Questions of authority were more

which “increase the 
patient’s stress, violate

But the average 
aid to families. with 
dependent children grants 
required to provide prenatal 
care and delivery is ap- 
proximately $800 to $1,200.” 


the University of California 
at Berkeley, said that self- 
interest groups who pushed 
for liberal abortion laws 
would not have succeeded 
without support from the 
people. 

Groups favoring easier 
abortions, he said, include 
organizations concerned 
with population growth, such 
as Planned Parenthood, and 
segments of the medical 
profession who do not want 
legal restrictions. 


HE ACCUSED the mass 
media of fostering drastic 


changes in the law to permit: 


abortion other than the 
traditional reason to save the 
mother’s life. 


In this connection he 
singled out Time magazine 
and The New York Times as 
major pushers. 


“It is a fallacious 


argument to insist that 
morality in secular law 
differs greatly from the 
morality of the people,’’ he 
said. ‘‘All laws stem from 
the people’s morality and the 
desire to protect and 
safeguard existing moral 
values. 


“OUR RESPONSE, as 
Christians, to liberal 
abortion laws must be to 
proclaim that laws which 
withdraw legal protection 
from the life of the fetus also 
withdraw protection from 
the life of all of us.”

FORMATION of a San 
Diego Episcopal diocese was 
endorsed unanimously by 
the Los Angeles Episcopal 
diocese at its 77th annual 
convention here. 


The new diocese would 
cover much _ of _ the 
geographical area now 
covered by the San Diego 
Catholic diocese. 


To be carved out of the Los 
Angeles’ diocese, the 
Episcopal jurisdiction would 
include about 16,000 square 
miles in San Diego and 
Imperial counties and parts 
of Orange, Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties. 
THE CATHOLIC San 
Diego diocese was 
represented at the Episcopal 


Diocesan 


convention by Msgr. John R. 
Portman, chairman of the 
Ecumenical 
Commission. 


“All of us in the Christian 
community of our area are 
watching with keen interest 
and very best wishes your 
developing plans for con- 
Solidating your life and 
ministry by forming a 
separate diocese in this 
area,’”’ he told the con- 


vention. 


“I believe that the great 
new fact of the ecumenical 
movement itself is a new 
spirit of optimism and of 
determination.” 

THE PROPOSED diocese 
must be approved by the 
Episcopal National Con- 
vention. It is not expected to 
be established until 1974.

Adversary relationship 


One of the anomalies of our times is the adversary 
relationship engendered in so much of our public 
life. People who supposedly seek peace constantly 
are at each other’s throats in discord. From the press 
versus the President, it continues on down the line. 


Instead of trying to find “paths of convergence” 
and “agencies for reconciliation” — as they say in 
ecumenical affairs these days — there is constant 
destructive sniping throughout the nation from both 
‘sides to any issue. 


The particular nature of the relationship between 
press and President,. based on the constitutional 
privileges of the Fourth Estate, is carried to ridicul- 
ous, even dangerous, extremes. It makes interna- 
tional negotiations almost impossible. And our 
enemies trade on it. 


A little Christian love — or even mild kindness 
— would go a long way in all our current problems 
and would certainly help the pains of the bedevilled 
scene. 


President steps out 


For a President who inherited a miserable mess 
of United States’ overseas commitments, Mr. Nixon 
has not done at all badly in extricating us. Although 
the war he inherited has its roots in the bungling 
era of Eisenhower-Dulles statesmanship, of which 
he was part, he has not only cleaned up much of 
the mess, but is about to undertake journeys of far- 
reaching effect in international goodwill. 


His critics will find all kinds of rationalization for 
-the trips to Peking and Moscow — selling out, elec- 
tion year gimmicks, ete. — but the cold and hopeful 
truth is that our main international adversaries will 
at least and at last be met face to face. It’s surprising 
what chemistry comes from human contact. 


Who knows what could be the results of these visits, 
ifonly we add our prayers and not our condemnation. 


Reaction, not action 


In his State of the World presentation President 
Nixon referred to the ready reaction of people to 
events or opinions, without contributing any con- 
structive or original action of their own. 


He’s not alone. In letters to the Southern Cross, 
or most newspapers, the opinions expressed are 
reactions to what has been published and not origi- 
nal thought to send people forward into new realms. 


This is a pity. There is much that can be con- 
tributed by all to all our affairs — religious, political, 
social — but most people remain passively silent, 
or simply react when they don’t like something.

Frieda D. Siler of Bluefield, W. Va., had always 
wanted to help her church out in the foreign mission 
field but bouts with cancer kept her at home.

Don't give up 


The old Lenten resolution was one in which we 
determined to ‘‘give up’’ something. We gave 
up smoking or drinking or cussing the children 
or the movies. 


There was a materialistic yardstick applied 

_ which seemed to expect God’s blessings in the 
same measure as we “gave up.’’ ‘We treated 
God and the Christian message as though it 
was a cash and carry business — you got what. 
you paid for and no more. 


How much better today the entreaty to which we 
address ourselves to give rather than give up.

Giving up is, in a way, a negative, passive form 
of lenten exercise. It’s so much easier not to do 
something than to act positively. 


So the call to give, by denying oneself, is made 
again, to awaken us to the fact that faith 
without work, without demonstration, is no 
good.

or advanced programs for 
the gifted. 

For the children who can- 
not fit the limited, standar- 


dized parochial cur- 
riculum, there is built in 
failure—a serious waste of 
human resources. 

We are shaping our 
Catholic leaders of tomor- 
row. Religion is only one 
facet of the child’s total 
education — a most impor- 
tant one, we agree. 


However, consider the 
religious education ofall our 
Catholic youth which is our 
major concern. 


In our parish, like most 
others, only a few (approx- 
imately 200 pupils, roughly 
20% of our parish youth) are 
receiving only a mediocre 
general education. 


This leaves the church 
fundless to provide for the 
glaring needs in the great 
majority of the total parish: 
the public school students, 
pre-kindergarteners, adults 
(including our senior citi- 
zens.) 


Our public school chil- 
dren are virtually “second 
class citizens’’ as far as 
religious education is con- 
cerned. 


Our education committee 
was told by our parish coor- 
dinator that there is no 
really effective CCD prog- 
ram in operation anywhere 
in the country. 


The glaring question is: 
Are we utilizing our 
Catholic resources where 
they are most needed in 
furthering Christ’s work? 


When almost 50% of our 
parish income is going to 
subsidize the day school for 
so few of our youth, we must 
question the wisdom of this 
persistent “status quo” and

The answer is simple: the 
parent group of the day 
school is more vocal than 
the unorganized majority — 
however great the needs of 
the latter. 


_ Our youth organizations 
are dying and attendance at 
Mass is dwindling at a time 
when drugs, break-down of 
family life and morality in 
general point up the need 
for greater spiritual leader- 
ship and participation. 


We all need inspiration, 
Christian motivation in our 
daily lives. 


Surely, we must focus all 
our resources where it will 
really count — with vigor- 
ous, really effective religi- 
ous education for all. 


Nowhere does Christ com- 
mand “Teach reading, writ- 
ing, and arithmetic!” 


We must get out of secular 
education. With our 
resources, we must develop 
professional full-time 
religious educators who can 
develop new approaches to 
meet our truly basic religi- 
ous need. 


Perhaps Stewardship ‘72 
should reevaluate its goals. 
Simply more money will not 
necessarily improve our 
religious community if our 
needs assessment is incor- 
rect. 


Religious education—- 
yes!

LINDA, 20, CAME to California looking for work, 
but before long she found herself pregnant and un- 
married. 


Alfred, 27, has been a drug addict for a long time. 
Desperate without work or money, he’s about ready 
to ‘“‘push the panic button.”’ 


Tom and Mary have been married many years but 
now cannot communicate and when they do they 
fight. 

MEXICAN-AMERICAN youth are disturbed that 
not too many of them are in college and need 
guidance. 


These people and others with problems, regardless 
of faith, are welcomed when they seek help at 349 
Cedar street in downtown San Diego. 


The building, a former convent, is the hub of the 
Church’s social thrust in this diocese. It is the base of 
operations for Catholic Community Services (CCS) 
a collection of 10 specialized but related agencies. 


CCS HAS BEEN allocated $250,000 from the 
Stewardship ’72 goal of $2 million. This is ‘seed 
money’” which attracts government and United 
Community Services grants to help fund the 
diversified CCS activities and services. 


On any given day CCS becomes involved in 


marriage counseling; drug rehabilitation; aid to 
unwed mothers; emergency financial, food and 
clothing aid; job and school counseling and a 
multiple of other services to the aged and others. 


The San Diego-based CCS also has professional 
staffs in San Bernardino, Riverside and Imperial 
counties. 


THESE SERVICES have brought the Church to 
personal and community involvement on a scale not 
envisioned nine years ago when the diocese had only 
a two-member counseling staff in a small brown 
house on Fifth avenue. 


Today more than 40 professionally trained per- 
sonnel — priests, nuns, laity — serve at 349 Cedar. 


CCS and its agencies occupied the building in 19702 


when the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet who 
taught at the former Cathedral Girls’ high. school 
left. 


The reconverted convent now buzzes with peo-

Self-assertive woman 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 

. about the burgeoning public in- 
fluence of women on society and the 
subtle pressure they have always 
exerted in the moral and spiritual 
development of their immediate 
family. 

In centuries past we have been 
pleased, with notable exceptions, to 
preserve the subtle approach. Men 
have known — and women have 
known that they have known — how 
much depended on the opinions and 
support of their womenfolk. By tacit 
agreement, they have kept the public 
balance of power in masculine hands, 
at least in theory! 

This has delighted the ‘‘stronger”’ 
sex and generally women have been 
happy to leave it at that. It is not a 
solely American phenomena. In an 
interview recently, a Scottish 
newspaper editor commented with 
typical bluntness. 

“J ADMIRE THE Victorian view; I 
see the husband coming home and 
saying, ‘Annabel,’ or whatever her 
name is, ‘I am in a quandary about 
the situation in the East, what shall I 
do? ‘And she’d tell him. He’d get 
decorated and she’d go and have 
another child.” 

--.. Today’s woman is more self- 
assertive. In fact, with all the 
Women’s Lib activity, she is made to 
feel guilty if she is not! 

The hand that rocked the cradle of 
yore iS campaigning in abortion 
rallies — on both sides. The 
ministering angel who cared for the 
aged and dying, today leads 
discussions on euthanasia. The 
‘‘nolitical’’ wife is beginning to 
campaign on her own account. 
Finally, feminine moral and spiritual 
guidance is moving into the public 
auditorium. 

KATHRINE KUHLMAN draws 
‘thousands week after week to her 
sessions in Los Angeles, and women 
are being ordained into Episcopalian 
ministries.

MRS. WILLIAM Bright of Bethel, 
one of the founding members, said 
recently that history confirms that 
civilizations have risen and fallen on 
the character of their women, who 
have always held the key to the moral 
standard of a nation. 


With so many trends threatening to 
destroy civilization as we know it, and 
attacking moral values, women have 
a special vocation to pray for spiritual 
and moral revival. 


Significantly, although the em- 
phasis is on group action and 
organization by women, the crusade 
stands firm on traditional roles of 
husband and wife. 


“DO YOU WANT to be the great 
wife of a man or the wife of a great 
man? Put your lives into the lives of 
your husbands,” Mrs. Bright urges 
women, neatly blending the new with 
the traditional. 


It is refreshing to find an activist 
group free of sex-rivalry. Perhaps 
only in the context of religion and 
prayer is it possible. 

Women should be deeply involved in 
all that is related to mankind — how 
else could we be part of life or 
responsible enough to teach our 
children? 


WE SHOULD BE prepared to 
contribute and to act decisively where 
and when we are needed, without 
anxiety over ‘‘exploitation’’ and 
discrimination. 


There is a great freedom to be won 
in filling those roles for which a 
woman is admirably fitted, both 
physically and psychologically. 

If she were to do nothing else with 
her life but to be fully a woman, she 
would be a vital force in this world!

directly involved, though the incident did break 


eucharistic fellowship. 


POPE PAUL and Ecumenical Patriarch 
Athenagoras, spiritual leader of Orthodoxy, 
lifted mutual. condemnations between their 
Churches in the mid-1960s, thus opening the way 
for eventual mutual recognition of sacraments. 


Catholics and Orthodox do not disagree sub- 
stantially on eucharistic theology, both 
traditionally teaching transubstantiation — that 
the communion elements are transformed into 
the body and blood of Christ. 


Until the Seeond Vatican Council paved the 
way for special eucharistic observances in which 
Catholic laymen may receive both the bread and 
wine, a major liturgical difference in Catholic 
and Orthodox practice was that Orthodox have 
always offered both elements to the laity. 


THE POPE AND the Ecumenical Patriarch 
have in recent months voiced hope that inter- 
communion may soon be.restored, as it existed 
before 1167. 


Matters are more complicated when it comes 


to Protestant-Catholic sacramental views. The 
16th Century reformer Martin Luther was not 


_happy- with the doctrine of transubstantiation, 


but he could not agree with Swiss Reformed 
Protestants who held that Christ was sym- 
bolically or ‘‘spiritually’’ present. Luther 
believed that when Jesus said, ‘‘This is my 
blood,’’ he meant “‘is’’ and not ‘“‘represents.”’ 


Lutherans went one way on the Eucharist and 
Reformed Protestants (represented today by 
Presbyterians, Congregationalists and, to some 
degree, Baptists) went another. And to this mix 
was added Anabaptists who had slight interest in 
sacramental debate and~ Anglicanism, from 
which Methodism emerged. 


WHILE A PART of Protestant history, the 
English Church has preferred to see itself in 
continuity with the whole of Christianity rather 
than as a Protestant denomination. ; 


It retained the apostolic succession of bishops 
(meaning that no one without ordination from a 
bishop: is duly authorized to. administer 
sacraments) but in breaking with Rome rejected 
transubstantiation.

c) The faithful who go to 
Communion at the Mass of 
the Chrism on Holy Thurs- 


- day may again receive 
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Lutheran dialogue group anounced “‘substantial 
agreement”? on Holy. Communion. It recom- 
mended that the Catholic Church and the various 
Lutheran denominations recognize each other’s 
ministry and Eucharist. 


Lutheran participants acknowledged “‘that the 
body and blood of our Lord Jesus Christ are truly 
present” in Catholic observances of the 
“sacrament of the altar.” 


To date, the Catholic-Lutheran agreement has 
not been acted upon by the respective Churches. 
The consensus is under study, as is an American 
Episcopal-Catholic ‘‘substantial agreement” on 
the Eucharist reached 18 months before the 
Windsor Statement. 


THESE BILATERAL theological statements 
are not the only Eucharist agreements on 
‘record. In late 1970, a group of Catholic, 
Protestant and Russian Orthodox theologians 
issued a 15-point consensus document. 


The obvious moves, on 
many fronts, to attain 
theological agreement on 
Holy Communion-does not, 
of course, answer 
questions about inter- 
communion, a practice not 
sanctioned for Catholics 
but which does, according 
to reports, take place in 
“underground” situations. 


TO MANY ecumenice] 
Protestants, the ground is 
prepared for Catholic- 
Protestant inter-commun- 
ion and any new formal 
initiatives in that direc- 
tion must come from 
the Vatican. 


Anglicanism has moved 
steadily toward approving 
inter-communion. Arch- 

_ bishop Ramsey is pledged 
to seek mutual Euchar- 
ist recognition between 
his Church and _ the 
Catholic Church. 


According to Mrs. Jane 
Marsh, a _ prominent 
Presbyterian lay woman 
writing in America, a 
Jesuit magazine, ‘‘No 
single act would improve 


ecumenical relations as: 


much as the removal of the 
Roman Catholic Church’s 
ban on inter-communion.”’ 


BUT WHATEVER effect 
the Windsor Statement and 
others will have on future 
relations between the 
various Churches will be 
decided in Rome.

Play review 


Slow start dims 


‘Light Up the Sky’ 


THE LATEST offering at 
the Old Globe Theatre, 
~Balboa Park, does not 
exactly Light Up the Sky, as 
its title suggests, but it does 
bring sparkle and action toa 
30-year-old setting. 

Moss Hart wrote some 
funny — even hilarious — 
lines and mini-scenes in this 
story of the theater and its 
folk. Although much of it 
comes through in a rather 
static performance, there 
are highlights which make it 
all worth while. 

After a somewhat wooden 
start, in which everybody 
seemed to be merely ar- 
ticulating their lines instead 
of acting, this vehicle for 
histrionic hams provides an 
amusing evening 


reminiscent of so many 
plays about plays.
